American, by saying that the Truckee 


river is id Nevada, and not in Califor 


nia, We will further say that the 


principal trout exhibit, that of B. B. 
Redding, was procured here for the 
exhibitor by W. A. Lawson, a mem- 
ber a time of the Gazerre staff. 
There wad 4 general exhibition fof 
fish, “buf the trout stand was 
the magnet, for here were specimens 
of the speckled beauties from Canada, 
Maioe, Coaneécticut, Vermont, Penn- 
sylvania, the Empire State, England, 
aod remote California and Nevada; 
indeed, to the California exhibit must 
be awarded the palm. There were 
trout in tanks and trout in banks; live 
trout and dead trout; big trout and 
little trout; trout reclining on beds of 
moss, and trout suspended in bowers 
of roses. The two principal exhibitors 
of California trout were B. B. Redding, 
Fish Commissioner, and M.T. Brewer, 
ol San Francisco, the following speci- 
mens being specially worthy of notice: 
Fish Commissioner Reddiog sent au, 
exhibit of Truckee river trout, a large 
black spotted fish which grows from 
six to ten pounds in weight. 

Lake Tahoe trout, also a black spot- 
ted fish, but much larger than the 
Truckee river trout. It averages about 
twelve poweds in weight, although they 
have been caught weighing as high as 
seventeen pounds. 

The Dolly Varden trout, s0 called 
because covered with varieguted 
blotches. It is a small but gaudy 
fish, and weighs from three to four 
pounds, 

Rainbow trout, from the McCloud 
river. It has a brilliant red stripe 
from head to tail, and it was quite a 
feature in the exhilition. 

M. T. Brewer's exhibit, which did 
not arrive until late on Saturday, was 
comprised of nine distinct varieties, 
as fvllows:

Several the- 
ories are advanced as to the cause of 
the fire. Some think it was done by 
an incendiary, and others hat it was 
caused by the inevitable pipe.

The Dairy Queea. 

Geo. Freeman, of Rocky P.iat in 
Sierra valley, is exhibiting a model of 
a churn which is instantly pronounced 
by butter-makers to be the cream of 
all churns. The general form of the 
machine is a cylinder lined with 
granite iron ware, io which revolves a 
shaft armed with 24 beaters. The 
beaters are slightly bent and are of a 
triangular shape with the sharp side 
forward. The beater shaft is con- 
nected with cog gearing and a crank 
whee) outside. The shaft makes 
three revolutions to one of the crank. 
When the butter comes and the work 
gets heavy the cog gearing cau be 
thrown off and the crank works on the 
shaft direct. The crank wheel isa 
heavy one and acts as à fly wheel. In 
work iug the butter the milk is drawn 
off aud the water poured in. The 
beater is then turned backward and 
the flat sides hammer away, pressiog 
the whole inte a compact mass, Salt 
can be worked in the same way. The 
machine will be made from $15 to 640 
in price, to work from 12 to 150 
pounds of butter. They are patented 
in this country and Cauacla. 


Frat Notes. 

Washoe has been for so long the 
victim of adverse season in the form of 
cold winters and lite frost, that our 
orchards have been considered very 
unreliable.
